This will provide uniformity 
of city charters for Alberta cities. The 
Departments of the Attorney General 
and Municipal Affairs, assisted by 
the cities involved, will prepare the 
legislation. Mr. Gerhart indicated 
that the cities today have wealth $8,- 
000,000 in excess of what their assets 
were a year ago. At the same time, 
the city expenditures in dollars have 
been higher than in tise past, but the 
actual rate of taxation as been !aw- 
ered jn some cases, and there has 
been no substantia] rise in any city 
of Alberta. The old rates on new 
wealti: still provide sufficient money 
to cover all of the costs, The city 
centres of largest ‘population nave 
been denied hospitaligation at a-dol- 
lar-a-day rate. During the same per- 
iod of time, in rural municipalities, 
the rate of our taxation has exceeded 
the rate of increase in new wealth. 
The rate of taxation jn the rural 
municipalities bas kept an upward 
pace with the rising cost of living 
while it has provided municipal hos- 
pitalization. City residents are still 
Paying hospital deficits through cax- 
ation, and yet do not get the bene- 
fits of a dollar a day hospitalization 
The government urges city ratepayors 
to request a pebiscite in which they 
can indicate their desire to have 
municipal hospital rates in Alberta 
cities, 

Many members, including H. &, 
DeBolt and Gordon Taylor, urge? tne 
keeping of natural gas in Albe-ta and 
inviting industry to come to Albeita 
to-use it. An enquiry will be made by 
the government into the matter cf 
supply and needs, for the purpose 
of seeing that the supply is always 
adequate to meet the provincial 
needs.

On the Life-Span of Cereal Secds 


How long do seeds live? That 
depends, of course, upon the kind 
of plant, the general health of the}: 
seed, and the conditions of storage. | 
Seeds of Wild Rice live for a few ; 
days only, while Indian Lotus seeds * 
have been known to germinate after , 
being stored for 150 ycars. iS 

And what about cere) seeds? 
Many accurate records of life-span 
or longevity of cercal seeds are avail- 
able. These show that in ordinary 
storage, especially in drier climates, 
the iiorspan of many cereal sceds 
exceeds 15 years, Percival, the great 
English botanist, found that wheat 
stored in bottles aftcr artificial 
drying gave 16 per cent germination 
after 25 years of storage, ‘This 
is the greatest authentic life-epan 
known for wheat, e 

In 1945, Line. Elevators Farm 
Service obtained from a farmer in 
Saskatchewan samples of wheat 
which were produced in the years 
1928 to 1937, ‘These had been stored 
in an unheated building. We made 
& number of germination tests of 
the seed and obtained the following 
results,

Changes in market prices for Can- 
adian Government bonds during the

The degree of the change in interest 
rates does not appear inappropriate 
in the circumstances, On the other 
hand, the Bank of Canada does not 
regard the increase in rates of in- 
terest which has taken place as onv 
of the most important factors in com- 
batting a general rise in price levels, 
The bank is not in favor of drastic 
increase in interest, rates which woula 
be likely to create a situation that 
might hamper, and mightt even pre- 
vent, essential forms of capital 
investment which Canada needs nnd 
which it is desirable should be pro- 
ceeded with, L

year-old seed (Seed from the 1935 
crop) is due to the fact that it was 
very badly shrivelled by stem rust.

Gives Warning 
Of Grasshopper 
Plague For 1948 


REGINA. — Warning that grass- 
hoppers, the bane of western farmers 
during the mid-thirties, would be 
more numerous and widespread in 
Saskatchewan in 1948 than in any 
year since 1940, was issued by Agri- 
culture Minister I. C, Nollet. 

Referring to the 1948 grasshopper 
forecast prepared by the Dominion 
entomological laboratory, Saskatoon, 
he urged municipalities to order bait 
and other supplies immediately in 
preparation for an all-out control 
campaign. 

“Bait spreaders should be put in 
working condition now,” Mr, Nollet 
said, “A good poisoning campaign 
can prevent spring damage to crops 
and poisoning in the spring can also 
reduce the extent of crop damage by 
winged grasshoppers in the fall.” 

The Dominion entomological labor- 
atory forecast showed grasshopper 
eggs present in sufficient numbers in 
170 municipalities to threaten crops 
this spring, with the infested area 
extending southward from North 
Battleford to the U.S. border and 
from Alberta eastward to Wynyard,
